Orders  for  coins  from  our  first  catalog 
did  notfollowany  partic  ula  r  patte  rn  but  were 
strong  in  all  areas.  We  could  have  sold  sev¬ 
eral  1839  Una  and  the  Lion  five  pound  pieces; 
unfortunately  we  had  only  one  .  The  same  was 
true  of  many  other  coins  in  the  listing.  Cop¬ 
per  and  silver  coins  from  about  1860  to  date 
were  very  popular ...  p robably  as  there  are 
albums  available  for  them.  Probably  the 
most  often  ordered  coin  was  the  1  956  farthing, 
an  appealing  coin  at  its  present  price  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  the  lowest  mintage  farthing 
since  1  89£  ! 


This  catalog  lists  many  new  andimportant 
acquisitions  and  contains  items  of  interest  in 
all  series.  We  again  emphasize  that  our 
stock,  at  the  present  time,  is  an  "old  time" 
selection  with  many  uncirculated  and  proof 
pieces.  Most  ofthese  were  purchased  by  us 
some  time  ago  and  will  be  irreplacable  once 
they  are  sold.  No  other  dealer  anywhere  in 
the  world  has  such  a  wide  selection  of  top 
grade  pieces.  During  a  recent  trip  to  Eur¬ 
ope  we  triedto  find  choice  pieces  of  Victor¬ 
ian  coinage  to  add  to  our  stock.  We  were 
only  able  to  locate  a  few  dozen  pieces;  in 
fact,  the  situation  was  reversed.  One  Eng¬ 
lish  dealer  ordered  a  sizeable  amount  of  Eng¬ 
lish  coins  from  us  to  be  sold  to  his  clients. 

Uncirculated  English  coins  more  than  a 
fewyears  old  are  truly  scarce.  Unlike  their 
American  counterparts,  English  collectors 
did  not  start  actively  collecting  coins  of  their 
country  by  date  and  mintmark  until  just  a 
year  or  two  ago.  They  were  more  interest¬ 
ed  in  Greek  and  Roman  coins  together  with 
pre-  1800  English  issues  .  Until  recently  Eng¬ 
lish  catalogs  grouped  the  coins  of  Victoria 
and  later  by  types  and  did  not  list  the  dates 
individually.  As  a  result  there  was  little  de¬ 
mand  or  interest  in  assembling  date  series. 
As  a  further  result  English  coins  were  not 
saved  in  quantity  by  English  collectors.  .  .the 
American  custom  of  accumulating  rolls  and 
bags  of  each  year  was  unheard  of  in  England. 
Thus  many  issues  of  comparatively  recent 
years  are  quite  scarce  in  mint  condition. 

Now  is  the  time  to  add  to  your  collection  or 
investment  holding  of  choice  English  coins. 
Witness  what  happened  to  the  price  and  avail¬ 
ability  of  uncirculated  and  proof  early  Cana¬ 
dian  coins  once  thousands  of  United  States 
collectors  began  collecting  the  series.  The 
same  thing  will  undoubtedly  happen  to  Eng¬ 
lish.  English  coins  are  very  inexpensive 


when  compared  toU.S.  and  Canadian  issues 
of  comparable  rarity.

ENGLISH  CONDOR  TOKENS 

These  halfpenny  size  tokens  (the  size  of 
an  American  large  cent)  were  issued  pri¬ 
vately  in  England  from  about  1787  to  1796. 
Collecting  them  by  varieties  was  very  pop¬ 
ular  in  England  and  a  book,  "The  Virtuoso's 
Companion,"  was  issued  describing  and  il¬ 
lustrating  many  pieces.  To  meet  collector 
demand  many  different  mulings  and  edge  let¬ 
tering  differences  were  issued.  ..  many  of 
which  sold  for  high  prices  at  the  time.  One 
satirical  token,  obviously  a  commentary  on 
the  fad  of  token  collecting  and  consequent 
highprices,  showeda  donkey  on  one  side  with 
the  legend:  ASSES  CHASING  AFTER  HALF 
PENCE! 

Many  of  these  condor  tokens,  as  they  are 
called,  have  been  adopted  into  the  United 
States  series.  Familiar  examples  are  the 
Kentucky  token,  F ranklin  Press  token,  Myd- 
dleton  token,  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee  cents  and 
many  of  the  Washington  issues. 

Rare  condor  tokens  such  as  described  a- 
bove  sell  from  about  $20  to  several  hundred 
dollars  (Myddleton)  when  offered.  There 
are  many  other  tokens  ,  equally  rare,  which 
sell  for  a  fraction  of  the  price.
